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INTRODUCTION. 

ALEXANDER IN THE PUNJAUB. 

T EAVING Balkh (the ancient Bactra) and the Oxus region 
by the Bamian^ or some other of the formidable passes 
from Central Asia to India— thence descending on Ortospana 
(the modem Cabul), and sending part of his army through the 
defiles of the Khoord Cabul JugduUuk and Khyber, while 
he himself followed a line of march through the still wilder 
country to the north of these defiles, Alexander passed to 
the banks of the Indus, not far from the present city of 
Peshawr. 

When we remember the terrible overthrow and utter destruc- 
tion of our army on the retreat from Cabul in 1842, and are 
informed that even now, in spite of the large garrison main- 
tained by us in Peshawr, there is not the least sense of security 
in the neighbourhood, and that any man who risks himself 
without a strong escort ten miles from cantonments up the 
Khyber is infallibly murdered, we cannot sufficiently admire 
that military ability of Alexander which enabled him to pass 
these grim defiles, without incurring any danger sufficiently great 
to be dwelt upon by the historian. With a Greek's indifference 
to changes of climate, he thus emerged from the hill country of 
Afghanistan, so refreshingly cool in summer, so fearfully bleak 
and snow-covered in winter, and found himself iu the burning 
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plains of India, without feeling, as it appears, any of the dis- 
comfort from heat which made Sultan Baber, in his memoirs, 
regret so poetically the coolness and the fruits of his native moun- 
tains. He passed the Indus, apparently just before the rains 
began ; and then saw extended before him the vast plains of the 
Punjaub, now known to us as England's latest conquest in the 
north-west of India, and also as the country where, above all 
others, her maxims of enlightened rule have been carried freely 
into effect, and with the happiest and most genial results. 

The name Punjaub means the land of the five rivers (Panj-ab, 
" five Avons.'^) In fact, its whole character ahd features are 
formed by the possession of these noble streams. They flow 
down from the Himalayan snows, bringing with them life and 
fertility. Their very names are suggestive of energy. Leaving 
the Indus at the north, we have first the Hydaspes or Jhelum. 
The ancient name Hydaspes is said to be a corruption of the 
Sanscrit Vi-tasta, " never standing.'* Then comes the Acesines 
or Chenab ; " Asikni " apparently meaning " the black river," an 
epithet suggested by its depth and volume. This is succeeded 
by the Hydraotes or Ravi. The latter, which is the modem 
name, means " the sounding one ;" Hydraotes or Irawati being 
simply " the water.'* Last come the Hyphasis Bibasa or Beas, 
in which we can recognize the Sanscrit Vipasa, " uncontroll- 
able," and the Sutlej or Satadru, " the stream of the hundred 
currents." 

The sections of the country between these are called, as 
usual in India, the " doabs," that is, the lands of the two rivers. 
The names of these in the Punjaub are formed by a sort 
of crasis of the names of the pairs of rivers which bound 
them. Thus, the southernmost country between the Beas and 
Ravi is called the Bari Doab ; that between the Ravi and 
Chenab, the Rechna ; that between the Chenab and Jelum, the 
Chuj ; but the vast expanse between the Jelum and the Indus is

known by the name of the Sind Saugor ("the ocean of the Indus"), 
as nriuch of it is overflowed by the annual rising of that river. 
The aspect of the country is entirely different according as the 
land is or is not within the reach of one of these rivers, and the 
system of irrigation depending on it ; so that the civilian ap- 
pointed to a Punjaub station may find himself, on reaching his 
post, near the breezy hills of Murree, the sweet mountain lake 
of Nynee Tal, or the valley of Kangra, rich with grain in the 
spring, and rice in the sununer, with the mulberry, the tea-plant, 
and the vine. Bdt if his lot be cast on the higher part of one of 
the "doabs," he may be a resident in some sandy or rocky 
wilderness, where the scenery, such as it is, is invisible from 
driving dust ; or amid the heat and evil smells of Multan or 
Lahore, of which latter city an Indian proverb says : — 

*' Dust, beggars, dog-da3^, dead men's bones ; these four 
Blessings are, one and all, the greeting of Lahore." 

The people of the Punjaub have always been warlike by 
necessity ; for their country lies on the great highway of the 
conquerors of India. Like Northern Italy, it has been per- 
petually watered with blood ; and their bold struggle against 
Alexander is only a type of many conflicts subsequently waged 
by them in defence of their liberty. At Midtan and Lahore arose, 
in after times, the stoutest resistance to Mahmud of Ghuznee, 
in A.D. looo ; to Jenghis Khan and the barbarous Mogul inva- 
sion, in 1217 ; and to Tamerlane, the Tartar conqueror, in 
1400 ; and it was only when this resistance was trampled 
down that any of these sovereigns could proceed to conquest in 
India proper. More recently, in the seventeenth century, the 
Punjaub became the seat of the most strict, determined, and 
fanatical religion of India, that of the Seikhs, or " disciples " of 
Nanuk, whose precepts, founded partly on Hinduism, partly on 
Mohammedanism, appear to have had a simple and strenuous 
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moral power, combined with a most vigorous spirit of brother- 
hood. From this religion, therefore, sprang the fierceness of 
spirit which made them the most formidable of our enemies — 
the men who more than once brought our Indian empire to the 
verge of ruin. It also made them afterwards the most effective 
of our aUies, when the Indian mutiny gave them a chance of 
avenging under our standards the defeats which they had 
suffered, in 1846 and 1849, from those very sepoys who had now 
rebelled against us ; and when our empire was saved by an 
appeal on our part to those religious enmities, which it is the 
acknowledged duty, in ordinary times, of a virtuous government 
to repress and tranquillize by all the means in its power. 

Invasions of the Punjaub from the north-west will naturally 
follow the line of the great roads. I^ therefore, they aim, as 
Alexander's attack did, at the conquest of the great centres of 
Punjaub population — ^the Rechna and Bari doabs, with the towns 
belonging to them — ^they will, on emerging from the Afghan 
defiles, cross the Indus, as Alexander did, opposite Attok (the 
" forbidden," by going north of which the Hindoo loses his caste). 
Marching south, the invader would arrive at Takshacila (" the 
hewn rock" — ^TaftXa), a city of extraordinary wealth, inasmuch 
as its property, fifty years after Alexander's time, was estimated at 
not less than £gficx>poo. Here the two great roads diverge ; 
the western one, followed by Alexander, crossed the Jelvun below 
Jellapur, the Chenab below Ramnuggur, the Ravi below Lahore, 
and the Sutlej just below its present junction with the Beas ; it 
ultimately went on to the Upper Jumna. The eastern road, 
which he did not follow, passed by Jelum, Vezerabad, and 
Umritsur, and must at all times have gone through a country 
more wealthy and prosperous than the other. « 

Alexander was necessarily drawn to the former rather than the 
latter of these roads, in spite of its comparative disadvantages, 
by the position on the Jelum taken up by Porus opposite

Jdalpoor, which he was obliged to assault That he did not, 
after winning this battle, at once pass over to the other road, we 
may, perhaps, attribute to deficient information. 

The battle with Poms has been described by Sir W. Napier, in 
the " London and Westminster Review," 1838 ; and, more recently, 
by General Cunningham, in his admirable work on the *' Geo- 
graphy of Northern India.'* Napier directs attention, among 
odier points, to the far greater skill displayed by Alexander in 
the passage of the Jelum, as compared with his earlier forcing 
of the Granicus. The second writer. General Cunningham, has 
himself gone over the ground most fully, besides possessing all 
the learning necessary to make such researches useful : his 
account of the locality, which he thinks demonstrably correct, 
has, therefore, been embodied in the notes below. He, like Sir 
W. Napier, expresses great admiration for the masterly handling 
of troops by Alexander, to meet a kind of warfare and a mode 
of formation of which he had had no experience. Indeed, it is 
impossible to observe, without the keenest admiration, the 
wonderful versatility which the Macedonian king displayed 
under the most varied circumstances. The most formidable 
sieges, the most unusual combinations of hostile troops, the 
most threatening guerilla warfare by mountaineers, are dealt 
with by him, each as it arises, with the most consummate ease 
and felicity. He had also a singular power of impressing his 
own views on his lieutenants. Hephaestion or Ptolemy, if 
detached to repress a revolting tribe in the rear, to construct a 
bridge in advance of the army, or to found a city for the purpose of 
securing the country behind it, is sure to do the work as decidedly 
and completely as if Alexander himself were present This fact 
becomes still more striking when we remember how constantly 
Napoleon failed, from discord and even incompetence among 
his marshals, in accomplishing those enterprises which he coulc' 
not personally superintend. 
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Some of the incidents of our own campaigns, on the same 
ground as that on which Alexander fought, will serve to illustrate, 
by way of contrast, the superiority of his skill. The second 
Seikh war, in 1848-49, was caused very mainly by the determi- 
nation of Lord Gough, the Commander-in-Chief, to ignore the 
signs of revolt at Multan, and many other places. After 
months of delay and discomfiture, Multan was at last on the 
point of being reduced by General Whish ; and, urged on by 
the admonition of Lord Dalhousie, the Governor-General, Lord 
Gough resolved to move against the rebel army in the Eastern 
Punjaub. After marching several days from the Chenab, he 
came in sight of the enemy near Chillianwallah, that is, on the 
identical ground where Alexander overthrew Poms. He had 
given orders that ground should be taken for an encampment, 
and the men were already engaged in this operation, when a few 
unlucky shots from the Seikh horse-artillery fell within the line 
of flags. This appears to have stirred the old warrior's too 
fiery spirit ; and, instead of moving for the night to a less exposed 
position, he gave orders for an immediate and headlong attack. 
Regiment after regiment made its way to the front through the 
jungle ; the 24th stormed a Seikh battery and took possession of 
its six guns, but only, to find itself under a flanking fire, which, in 
ten minutes, slew Iloq of its men. Each apparently successful 
advance was checked in the same way, and our best officers 
were falling in all directions. Then came the crowning disaster. 
The 14th Dragoons had been ordered, strange to say, to advance 
by a narrow path through the jungle, where hardly two troopers 
could ride abreast ; behind them were several batteries of 
horse-artillery, and at a short distance in the rear the surgeons 
had fixed their ambulances. Suddenly, " either by an order, or 
by the men's apprehension of an order," the cavalry began to 
fall back. Soon the retreat became a flight, and before long the 
horsemen were galloping headlong backwards, scattering the 
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tumbrels of the artillery in the wildest disorder, and even, it is 
reported, overthrowing the tables at which the surgeons were 
operating on the wounded. True, that the moment the way was 
clear, the artillery were able by a few rounds to check all pursuit — 
but night came on without the battle having been retrieved, the 
Seikhs remaining in possession of several of our guns, and of 
the colours of not less than four of our regiments. Officers 
present have graphically described the astonishment with which 
they became gradually aware, as gun after gun sounded singly 
through the darkness at regular intervals from the Seikh camp, 
that our enemies were firing a salute in honour of their vic- 
tory of Chillianwallah. Nor was this all ; in the days follow- 
ing the battle they completely out-generalled the Conmiander- 
in-Chief, marching coolly past his camp, and taking position 
between him and Vezerabad, so as to have this city and 
Lahore at their mercy; a catastrophe which was averted, as 
Mr. Edwin Arnold tells us, only by a rise of the rivers, and a 
forced march of General Whish from Multan with reinforce- 
ments, which enabled Lord Gough to end the war, by the 
decisive battle of Gujerat, in a way which made England able 
and willing to pass over former errors, retaining the memory of 
them only as an instruction and warning to the military men of 
the future. 

Alexander managed his ''battle of Chillianwallah'' in a way 
which it will be profitable to compare with the details just given. 
First, he waited on the north bank of the Jelum with the utmost 
patience imtil, by a series of skilful manoeuvres, he had thrown 
Porus quite off his guard. He then, with equal skiU, sent the 
greater part of his army across the deep and dangerous river 
which lay before him by the hazardous expedient of a night 
movement, which prospered at all points under his personal 
guidance. He then marched straight upon the enemy, who had 
formed to meet him on ground chosen by themselves. Not 
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allowing himself to be betrayed into any movement of impa- 
tience, he held his cavalry well in hand till the infantry had not 
only come up, but also recovered breath and steadiness after their 
hurried march. Then, avoiding the front of Porus's infantry 
Ime — which was strengthened by a number of elephants standing 
bastion-like at distances of loo feet from each other — ^he charged 
with his own superior cavalry the Indian horse which had 
gathered to meet him on Porus's left flank, having previously 
arranged that the moment these cavalry advanced beyond their 
supports to repei him, they should be attacked also in the rear by 
a division of his own horse, reserved for this special purpose. To 
meet the double assault, they resorted to one of those changes of 
front, in which Indian cavalry are often so surprisingly rapid — 
facing partly to the front and partly to the rear. Yet Alexander 
was b^orehand with them ; and his renewed charge threw them 
into utter confusion before they could fully assume their new for- 
mation. Flying along the front of their own infantry, they took 
refiige in the spaces left between every two elephants, and (as it 
would seem, in the absence from Arrian's account of the full 
details) passed as soon as possible through the intervals of the 
foot regiments, so as to be for the moment quite outside the 
battle. As soon as they were out of the way, the Indian 
elephants were sent on, supported by the infantry ; but were at 
once met face to fece by the Macedonian phalanx. In spite of 
the terrible loss inflicted by the elephants, the mass of men 
pressed onwards, slew with their javelins most of the mahouts 
and of the warriors in the howdahs, and goaded the animals 
themselves into madness, with a destructive effect which we may 
easily conceive, when we imagine the terribly close press of 
iitfaatry all around, and the way in which the frenzied creatures 
wotiid act when diiven back upon the ranks of their friends. 
But the pressure soon became fiercer still, for the Indian cavalry 
recovering heart for a moment, rode round the battle and once 
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more charged the Macedonian horse ; only, however, to be again 
repelled and again driven towards the place where the infontry 
fight was going on. In their mad attempt to regain the shelter 
of what had been the line of elephants, they hopelessly clubbed 
the whole mass of their comrades ; and Alexander, who all the 
time had his cavalry perfectly in hand, and free to move at his 
pleasure, had no difficulty in converting the confusion into a 
headlong and universal rout by forming with it a cordon round 
all the combatants, and then directing charges upon the bleeding 
mass from every point of the compass in succession. 

Thus in this whole military operation not a single failure 
occurred ; and if we could forget the utter and reckless cruelty 
and injustice of the whole war conducted in the Punjaub by 
Alexander, no feeling would remain to conflict with the admira- 
tion with which we regard such a manner of playing the game of 
battle. Other points of contrast between Alexander's operations 
in the Punjaub and those of our own time will be noticed here and 
there in the notes illustrating these extracts. It only remains to 
say, that the remarks here made on the geography and history 
of the Punjaub have been taken mainly from General Cunning- 
ham's work above mentioned, from Mr. Edwin Arnold's " His- 
tory of Lord Dalhousie's Administration," and from Elphinstone's 
" History of India." A few details are also extracted from Sir 
Thomas Seaton's agreeable work, entitled " From Cadet to 
Colonel," and from Mr. William Arnold's novel of " Oakfield," 
in which a thin veil of fiction is merely the garb in which 
it pleased the lamented author to clothe an admirable and 
truly historic narrative. Some reference has also been made 
to the articles contributed by the last writer to "Eraser's 
Magazine." 

It should be stated that, as the Greek of Arrian is not precisely 
that of the best writers, it has been thought better, for the pur- 
poses of this little work, to alter the places in which unclassical 
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or clumsy expressions occur — substituting in each case the pre- 
ferable synonyms. Thus it has been possible to dispense with 
a large number of the notes generally found necessary to explain 
such passages.

ARRIAN, BOOK V. 

2. Tov Ka(f>r}vos, the Cabul river. From it the country around 
was called Kophene. Cabul itself was the ancient Ortos- 
pana, or, as General Cunningham would read the name, 
Orthostana; as this latter word means 'high place/ or 
* high fort/ and the name of the * Balahissar/ the well- 
known citadel of Cabul, is a Persian rendering of the same. 

4. NOo-ai/. If there really was a town so named between Cabul 

and the Indus it must have been Jelalabad; as Peshawr, the 
only remaining one, was known by the name of Purusha- 
pura. These Indians may have meant, in referring to 
Dionysus, that they worshipped the god Homa, the per- 
sonification of the intoxicating soma-juice. He was ima- 
gined, like Dionysus, as a young man of bright aspect. 

5. wrris bff rjuy * whoever this Dionysus really was, and when- 

ever and from whatever quarter he invaded India.' 
13. Kara to (Ikos avvridevri,, 'when you put them together ac- 
cording to probability.' t6 Bciov, * divine agency/ 
27. ylyvercu to. Icpd, * the sacrifices were favourable.'

He had admirable opportunities of 
knowing all about Persia, and used them to discredit 
Herodotus. According to Professor Rawlinson (Herod, i. 
p. 61), all subsequent research has established his igno- 
rance and presumption, and vindicated the truthfulness of 
Herodotus. About India his details were peculiarly inac- 
curate 

46. 0T€vci>TaT09 avTos avTov, ' at its narrowest,' literally ' narrowest 

itself as compared with itself.' Cp. line 609. 

47. T€(T(rapdKovTa a-Tabiovs, When the middle Indus is in flood 
its breadth is frequently fifteen miles. So it was when 
Lieutenant Edwardes ferried his improvised army over to 
Leia for the relief of Moultan. Further north, a large part 
of the Sind Saugor doab is overflowed by it during the 
rains ; but, at other seasons, the breadth of the Indus below 
Attok, where it is most rapid, is from 100 to 400 yards ; 
below Mittunkote, where it receives the five rivers, 1,700 
yards. At special points some of the rivers are wider than 
this : thus, the Sutlej, at Ferozepore, is two miles wide.

oa-a iTLo-roraTa, Arrian was born about A.D. 100. He was 
Prefect of Cappadocia under the Emperor Hadrian, and 
fitted himself to be a military historian by defeating the 
Alani and Massagetae, who invaded his government in 137. 
In writing his history (to which he was induced by admi- 
ration of Xenophon), he followed the best authorities of 
Alexander's own time, and those immediately subsequent, 
namely, Nearchus, Alexander's skilful naval commander ; 
Ptolemy, the son of Lagus, afterwards king of Egypt ; 
Megasthenes, who went on an embassy, shortly after 
Alexander's death, to Chandragupta, the king of Patna ; 
and Eratosthenes, the great geographer of Alexandria, so 
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celebrated for his measurement of the earth's circumfer- 
ence by means of the shadows cast by the sun on a given 
day at two remote places. 
66. napairafjiurt^, Arrian seems to consider the Taurus range 
as including the mountains of Parthia, and afterwards 
continued by the Paropamisus, or Hindoo Khosh, which 
joins it with the Imaus,or Himalaya. A still more general 
view of geography traces one great watershed from the 
Bay of Biscay through the Pyrenees, Alps, and Balkan 
into Asia Minor ; thence through Armenia to the Hindoo 
Khosh ; thence by the Kuanlun, Thianshan, and Altai to the 
extreme east and north-east of Asia ; rising again on the 
other side of Bhering's Straits in the great American chain, 
which runs nearly at right angles to those of the Old World.

That the Oxus in ancient times carried a 
great part of its waters into the Caspian is plain from recent 
investigations ; and as the Greeks generally considered the 
Aral Sea to be part of the Caspian, they would also view 
the Jaxartes as flowing into the latter. But what rivers 
from the north of the watershed flowed into the Sea of 
Azof? It would seem that Arrian followed the ideas of 
Alexander's time (Grote, viii., 420), according to which the 
Jaxartes bifurcated, — ^part of it forming the Tanais or Don, 
and falling into the Sea of Azof, the remainder going into 
the Caspian under its own name. This seems to imply 
the further idea that Europe narrowed towards the north, 
just as Africa did towards the south. 

82. KoKirov lijs fi€yaXris OaKwrojff* Herodotus (i., 202) is aware 
that the Caspian is an inland sea ; other writers supposed 
it to be connected either with the Sea of Azof or with the 
Northern Ocean.

Its ruins extend three miles 
from north to south, and two from east to west It is 
known to have existed as a city up to a.d. 630, when it 
was visited by the Chinese pilgrim, Hiouen Thsang (see

Mahmood's time (A.D. 1000) ; therefore it probably was 
ruined in some of the wars described in the Introd., p. iii. 

99. rSiv dpciwp 'Ivdttv. Elphinstone (i., p. 47) notes that in the 
Laws of Menu the king is admonished to recruit his forces 
from the upper or mountainous parts of India, since there 
the best men are to be found.

Cashmere, and passes by Rotas, Jelum, Dilapur, Jelalpoor, 
and by Multan, after receiving the Chenab and RavL 

108. n&posy the Greek spelling of Purusha (* the hero'). He was 
apparently king of the Bari doab ; with Lahore for his 
capital. 

117. €TfiTf&r)(ra». So, in our own time, small steam-vessels have 
been built in England, taken to St Petersburg by sea, 
thence carried across in sections to the Volga, and there 
put together again for the carrying trade of that river. As 
a military operation, this transport of vessels by land has 
been not unfrequently attempted. So the Knights of 
Malta, when besieged by Solyman, carried their ships 
across from one of the Valetta harbours to the other.

196. <l>v\aKai, ' running sentries,' at the right distance for com- 
plete communication with one another. It should be 
remarked that the sentries were carefully concealed — the 
banks of the river being here sufficiently broken for this 
purpose ; hence, the cries mentioned must have been 
raised and the fires lighted elsewhere, for the purpose of 
distracting attention.

225. diafiaivfiv Karii fiepos. The accuracy with which these 
directions were carried out may be contrasted with the 
celebrated 'fault of Sadoolapore/ when similar arrange- 
ments were made for crossing the Chenab, in face of the 
Seikh force, after the battle of Ramnuggur. Here one 
division, under Sir J. Thackwell, was ordered to cross the 
river (at a ford which proved impracticable), but not to 
attack the Seikhs until he found himself supported by 
Brigadier Godby, who would have crossed in time at an 
intervening ford.

He recog- 
nized nobly the valour of Poms, the splendid giant ; but 
had no gonerous feeling for the eunuch Batis, who de- 
fended Gaza against him with even more valour and 
tenacity. 

547. Movwxtwwff, This gives the date of the battle, that is, 
April or May, B.C 326. If so, line 150 is an error. 

551, NiKotav, this is the city of Mong, where Greek coins with 
the inscription NIK are still found. 

553. BoW</MiXa is either Dilawar or Jelalpur. The district of 
* Bagial,' in which Dilawar stands, may, General Cunning- 
ham thinks, be a corruption of * Boukephalia.' But he 
rather inclines to Jelalpur, which^ as he remarks, must, from 
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the appearance of the ruins there, have borne the same 
kind of resemblance to Mong which two cities founded at 
the same time would naturally bear.

Sangala was already in ruins, A.D. 630, and Lahore has 
been the capital only for the last 900 years. UifmpafM is 
placed by Cunningham between Sangala and Lahore.

His idea of returning was much like the 
remarkable permission given by Lord EUenborough to the 
army in South Afghanistan, to retreat immediately, but by 
way of CabuL Alexander's notion was to move southward 
through the burning plains of Scinde (where the thermo- 
meter in summer marks 130** in the shade), as far as the 
sea ; then to march westward along the coast, a line of 
whose horrors he had not the least idea, and so back to 
Babylon. His having devised this notable plan seems to 
have had much to do with his restored good humour. 
How he executed it will be seen in a subsequent section of 
this work. 

Ils^s interesting to remark the Way in which Sir R. Peel refers 
to the circumstances narrated in this book of Arrian, when 
moving, in 1843, a vote of thanks to the army engaged in the 
last Afghan campaign. " If we wanted anything," says this great 
orator, " to add to the interest of these scenes, it would be found 
jn their association with the ancient history of the world. I am 
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struck by the recollection that it was in the selfsame region, 
and in the midst of similar scenes, that one of the greatest of 
ancient conquerors, 2,300 years ago, was displaying his powery 
and encountering the same difficulties that, for a time, depressed 
the spirit and damped the courage of our sepoys. And I was 
struck by the account given by the Roman historian of the 
dejection which prevailed even in the ranks of the Macedonian 
phalanx, when they had to encounter and overcome the diffi- 
culties of the same terrible region — ^to cross the very same rivers, 
to force the very same passes. . ,► . . Alexander found it necessary 
not to punish, but to address them. He did it in these 
words : — 

" ' Date hoc precibus nostris et tandem obstinatum rumpite.' 

" He observed that the passage of these rivers of the Punjaub, 
and the accounts of the formidable character of the enemy, had 
shaken the confidence of his troops. Wherefore he says : — 

" *Ubi est ille clamor alacritatis vestrse index ! Ubi ille meorum 
Macedonum vultus? Non agnosco vos, milites.' 

" He addressed them in vain. The historian says :— 

" 'Quumque illi demissis capitibus tacere peiseverarent' 

" He then said to them : — 

" ' Ite reduces domum ; ite deserto rege ovantes. Ego hie a vobis 
'"^^^speratse victorise, aut honestse morti locum inveniam.' 

" These were the very words which Alexander addressed to 
his fainting troops. Amidst those very rivers of the Punjaub— 
amidst those very Afghan passes — Alexander pursued a course 
similar to that which has now been adopted by our own com- 
mander. He attempted, not by severity — not by enforcing the 
rigid rules of war—but by reasoning with his men, to revive 
their drooping spirits ; and he succeeded. If the Macedonian 
phalanx needed such an address from the mighty conqueror who 
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led them, let us not judge too harshly of our sepoys, if, in the 
midst of similar difficulties, they yielded for a moment to 
depression." 

Such is the way in which the records of history answered the 
call of Sir Robert Peel, as they had sprung to the lips of Burke 
in earlier days, for the purpose of enforcing lessons of justice, 
humanity, and consideration. 
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
